^ J I. welcome the opportunity to respond to your "Notice to file missing parts of 
nonpro visional application filed under 37CFR 1.53 (b) tf . The letter in question 
was mailed to me on 02/24/2004. 1 did not receive this letter until I requested a 
faxed copy from Mr. Preston Wallace at the patent office on November 29. 

Ordinarily when I receive mail from the patent office, I date stamp it, begin work 
on the response, and submit the response in good order and before the two month 
deadline. I then file the notice of action at two locations, one I scan and add to the 
file "Riser for Narrow Carving Skis". The other goes into my master file in a 
filing cabinet. 

I cannot explain why I did not receive the letter. It was to have been sent to 
Mankato, MN to the co-inventor, Luke Harper, chief sound engineer at Two Fish 
Studio in that town. Mr. Harper, my son, had been advised to look out for letters 
from the patent office.
